Flah erty said Farm er entered 
th e parked, u ngu arded armo red 
car at no o n y esterday by u sing a 
du plicate key h e h ad in h is po s­ 
sessio n fo r so me time. 
Th e fo u r-man armo red car crew 
was lu nch ing at th e W ardman 
Park Ho tel at th e time o f th e ro b­ 
bery . 
Flah erty said Farm er h u rried 
to Glen Ech o P ark in nearby 
Mary land and bu ried th e $65,000.

One of the pet peeves of Ulster 
county fruit growers is the prac­ 
tice certain m otorists 
have of 
helping themselves to apples from 
orchards along the public high­ 
ways. 
The practice has been the sub­

among farm ers at Grange m eet­ 
ings and elsewhere.

often city folk will tear half-ripe 
apples from the tree, which the 
growers term “pulling off next ' 
year’s crop.”

Grand Jury Indicts 65 for Gold Smuggling; 
More Defendants Will Be 
, Is Report 


New York. Aug. 26 (.4*) 
A fed­ 
eral grand jury has indicted 65 
persons in a 500 million-dollar-a- 
year gold smuggling racket. 
The indictments represent “only 
the first phase” of the investiga­ 
tion and many mor defendants 
will be named, says assistant U. S. 
Attorney Louis I. Kaplan. 
U. S. Attorney Myles J. Lane 
made the half-billion dollar esti­ 
mate of the smuggling operations 
as the indictments were reported 
yesterday. 
The indictments declared: 
“Unless this nefarious trade is 
stopped, our financial structure 
will be undermined by the siphon­ 
ing off of large reserves of our 
gold supply.” 
Kaplan said the alleged racket 
is based on the ostensibly legal 


1 purchase of gold at $35 an ounce 


by persons claiming to be jewelry 
m anufacturers, and re-sale of the 
gold at big profits in foreign black 
markets. 
Such black marketing, the in­ 
dictment said, “is one of the larg­ 
est concerted schemes against the 
United States.” 
The grand jurors declared that 
( regulations 
for 
enforcement 
of 
U. S. gold laws are ineffective and 
the federal authorities are “lax in 
their enforcement.” 
One of those indicted was Sal­ 
vatore Sollazzo. a former jewelry 
m anufacturer who was sent to 
prison as a fixer in the recent 
college basketball scandal.

and A rthur Muller on charges of 
conspiring to violate the trading 
j with the Enemy Act. If convicted, 
they could be sentenced up to five

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CHINESE PRISONERS 
On Cheju Island, Just south of Korea, are 
located all the Chinese prisoners taken by 
the United Nations in the Korean War. 
Of the total number, 15,000—off in a 
group by themselves—are the anti-Commu- 
nists. Whether they should be compelled to 
return to Communist territory , in event of 
peace, is the question now holding up the 
truce talks at Panmunjom. 
The North Korean and Chinese Commu­ 
nist leaders say the 15,000 should be forced 
to return. The United Nations say s no. 
The UN say s no because it believes the 
15,000 would be returned to almost certain 
death, due simply to the fact that they are 
anti-Communist. 
That feeling certainly seems to be shared 
by the 15,000, themselves. 
A New York Herald-Tribune correspond­ 
ent, the first newspaperman to visit Cheju 
since all the Chinese POW’s were relocated 
there, reports the anti-Communists’ fear .of 
being returned to their own soil is almost 
pathological. 
Although the correspondent was not al­ 
lowed to talk to the prisoners themselves, he 
was told of their attitude by UN personnel 
running the camp. 
He was told that as indelible proof of their 
feelings, the anti-Communists point to tat­ 
toos on their arms which read, ‘‘Anti-Com­ 
munist, Against Russia.” 
The assumption here would be that the 
tatooing was done as a .security measure by 
the Communist forces. But even if the men 
tattooed themselves, in the hope of getting 
favored treatment as prisoners, the damning 
words would go with them if they were re­ 
turned to their own country . 
But the UN officers and men at the camp 
declare there is no doubt but that the anti- 
Communists are what they say they are and 
are ready and inx ious to go into battle 
against the Chinese and North Koreans, if 
the UN will only furnish them with arms. 
Prisoners have been used in that way in 
wars past, but not by us. And we certainly 
are not going to start now. 
However, there would seem to be some 
way their unique qualifications could be put 
to use to help win the propaganda battle for 
us in the Far East. 
Here is a large group of men who for the 
most part have deserted the enemy to come 
over to our side. Nearly all say they were 
not captured fighting but surrendered volun­ 
tarily . 
They ’ve lived under the Communists and, 
as prisoners, they ’ve lived under us. From 
actual ex perience they know and could sure­ 
ly ex plain with considerable conviction to 
other Orientals why they fled from the Com­ 
munists and why they don’t want to go back. 
Our fight for men’s minds throughout the 
Far East has by no means y et resulted in a 
victory for us, one great handicap being that 
we are Westerners. Another is the destitu­ 
tion and misery ex istent among the civilian 
population of South Korea. 
Fighting a war and caring adequately for 
a civilian population is a difficult thing, but 
nevertheless the civilian suffering in South 
Korea is not only a hard thing to ex plain 
away to other Orientals, but it is a fertile 
source of Communist propaganda. 
We could well use the voices of 15,000 
anti-Communists who know what they ’re 
talking about to tell the people of that part 
of the world just what anti-communism 
means. 


DATE TO REMEMBER 
On August 8 , 1920, the fifty y ear fight for 
women’s suffrage ended in the United States. 
On that day the Secretary of State an­ 
nounced that the Nineteenth Amendment 
had been ratified by Tennessee, the last 
state necessary to make it become law. In 
many states women were already voting but 
the Nineteenth Amendment was recognition 
by our Constitution that women were en­ 
titled to all the rights of citizenship. 
The Nineteenth Amendment, like every 
worthwhile accomplishment in the history of 
government, resulted from the energy and

SIGNS OF MENTAL ILL HEALTH 
One of our newspaper cartoons shows one psy ­ 
choanaly st meeting another psy choanaly st and, af­ 
ter taking a look at him, say ing, “ You’re all right; 
how am I? ” 
Most of us know what good phy sical health 
means: freedom from illness with good appetite, 
good digestion, regular bowel movement sound 
sleep, ability to face our work and responsibilities. 
However, not so many understand what good 
mental health means. 
Dr. J. D. M. Griffin, general director of the 
Canadian Mental Health Association, in Health 
Magazine states that mental health involves the 
lifetime of each of us. “ Mental health should be 
the daily concern and responsibility of every indi­ 
vidual, not just a select few.” While perfect mental 
health is a rare thing, mental ill-health does not 
mean insanity . Many of y our friends, relatives, 
some of y our neighbors, y our wife, husband or even 
y ou y ourself may lack mental health in some de­ 
gree. “ As a matter of fact, most of us have emo­ 
tional problems—feel somewhat insecure or un- 
happy or ill at ease, or socially maladjusted. 
“ How many people do y ou know who have trou­ 
ble sleeping at night, or who seem never to feel 
really well, or who carry a chip on their shoulder, 
or who alway s seek ex cuses, or who can’t make a 
go of marriage, or fail at schobl or work, or who 
have body sy mptoms for which the doctor is unable 
to find cause or treatment? These people, and many 
others, actually suffer from a lack of mental or 
emotional health.” 
As we look at the above list of the signs of 
mental ill-health many of us will have to admit 
that we are guilty of some of them at times but, 
fortunately , not all of the time. 
What are Dr. Griffin’s suggestions as to the 
cause and treatment of mental ill-health? 
Dr. Griffin suggests that measures designed to 
further the emotional development of children will 
perhaps accomplish more than any thing else to im­ 
prove the mental health of a community . High on 
the list of needs is parent education and training in 
the fundamentals of child care. 
Neurosis 
Do y ou think y ou have some ailment which tests 
do not reveal? In other words, have y ou a neurosis?

Ma­ 
jor advances are being made in 
the measurement of length by the 
development of more sensitive in­ 
struments and better methods of

The earth 'itself may sometime

ards. That preliminary model has 
had two successors. The more re­ 
cent one depends up6n the vibra­ 
tion of cesium atoms in a beam, 
and has a precision of the order of 
1 part in 1,000,000,000. 
The advances of science in such 
basic fields as measurement and 
standards will seldom make head­ 
lines in the coming y ears. But this 
work and the related study of the 
properties of matter will provide 
that foundation which applied sci­ 
ence and technology will use to 
better our material lot, and will 
provide new insights into the na­ 
ture of the universe.

ex istence of a “ mess.” That’s the 
traditional rule in politics, which 
Mr. Truman knows so well, as it 
applies 
to both 
parties—admit 
nothing by way of error and al­ 
way s point with pride to all y our 
achievements. 
General 
Eisenhower, 
on 
the 
other hand, concedes that there 
have been some good things in the 
way of social gains in the last 20 
y ears and asks that these “ goals” 
be considered above politics. So 
that’s out as an issue. 
A seasoned political campaigner, 
however, would have said that the 
social gains Vere of questionable 
value because of having been 
achieved at a cost that may y et 
bankrupt the country . Social gains 
aren’t gains if the dollar is being 
driven down to 50 cents or less 
and if the economic structure is 
wobbly . The Republican argument 
in 1948 was that social gains can’t 
be beneficial unless better admin­ 
istered and soundly financed. Any ­ 
way , the Eisenhower approach 
subtracts from the campaign a 
substantial part of the Democratic 
record of 20 y ears, and usually in 
politics the whole record is at­ 
tacked without conceding a thing.

say s

will represent those states in the 
Senate. If Senator McCarran, de­ 
scribed in the enclosed item, wins, 
ha is almost assured of re-elec­ 
tion. Had enough of him? Or do 
y ou wanqt six y ears more of the 
same? W7e think this gentleman 
should be retired to private life 
and we are working toward that 
end. Do y ou agree with us? If so, 
please send us a generous check 
today .” 
This bore a rubber-stamp signa­ 
ture of Frederick C. McKee, of 
Pittsburgh, who was listed as 
“ chairman.” Goldsmith was “ sec­ 
retary .” Westmore Willcox , who­ 
ever he may be, was “ treasurer.” 
The impudence of this little 
bund of self-important easteners 
of radical political view in asking 
people at random whether they 
had had enough of a senator from 
a state other than their own 
seems not to have occurred to 
McKee,

any one else concerned. The plain 
implication that foreigners to the 
state of Nevada might properly 
use money ‘to frustrate the nor­ 
mal ex ercise of the franchise by 
the citizens of the state is equal­ 
ly interesting.

“ When he tries to indicate how 
right he has been in wanting the 
United States to protect itself in 
the Far East it can be called o 
public attention that an a major 
measure he did not even bother to 
indicate his position,” Goldsmith 
wrote Franklin. 
A 
memorandum 
circulated

CHINESE PRISONERS 
On Cheju Island, Just south of Korea, are 
located all the Chinese prisoners taken by 
the United Nations in the Korean War. 
Of the total number, 15,000—off in a 
group by themselves—are the anti-Commu- 
nists. Whether they should be compelled to 
return to Comm mist territory, in event of 
peace, is the question now holding up the 
truce talks at Panmunjom. 
The North Korean and Chinese Commu­ 
nist leaders say the 15,000 should be forced 
to return. The United Nations says no. 
The UN says no because it believes the 
15,000 would be returned to almost certain 
death, due simply to the fact that they are 
anti-Communist. 
That feeling certainly seems to be shared 
by the 15,000, themselves. 
A New York Herald-Tribune correspond­ 
ent, the first newspaperman to visit Cheju 
since all the Chinese POW’s were relocated 
there, reports the anti-Communists’ fear .of 
being returned to their own soil Is almost 
pathological. 
Although the correspondent w’as not al­ 
lowed to talk to the prisoners themselves, he 
was told of their attitude by UN personnel 
running the camp. 
He w as told that as indelible proof of their 
feelings, the anti-Communists point to tat­ 
toos on their arms which read, “Anti-Com­ 
munist, Against Russia.’* 
The assumption here would be that the 
tatooing was done as a security measure by 
the Communist forces. But even if the men 
tattooed themselves, in the hope of getting 
favored treatment as prisoners, the damning 
words would go with them if they were re­ 
turned to their own country. 
. 
But the UN officers and men at the camp 
declare there is no doubt but that the anti­ 
communists are what they say they are and 
are ready and inxious to go into battle 
against the Chinese and North Koreans, if 
the UN will only furnish them with arms. 
Prisoners have been used in that way in 
wars past, but not by us. And we certainly 
are not going to start now. 
However, there would seem to be some 
way their unique qualifications could be put 
to use to help win the propaganda battle for 
us in the Far East. 
Here is a large group of men who for the 
most part have deserted the enemy to come 
over to our side. Nearly all say they were 
not captured fighting but surrendered volun­ 
tarily. 
They’ve lived under the Communists and, 
as prisoners, they’ve lived under us. 
From 
actual experience they know and could sure­ 
ly explain with considerable conviction to 
other Orientals why they fled from the Com­ 
munists and why they don’t want to go back. 
Our fight for men’s minds throughout the 
Far East has by no means yet resulted in a 
victory for us, one great handicap being that 
we are Westerners. Another is the destitu­ 
tion and misery existent among the civilian 
population of South Korea. 
Fighting a war and caring adequately for 
a civilian population is a difficult thing, but 
nevertheless the civilian suffering in South 
Korea is not only a hard thing to explain 
away to other Orientals, but it is a fertile 
source of Communist propaganda. 
Wre could well use the voices of 15,000 
anti-Communists who know what they’re 
talking about to tell the people of that part 
of the world just what anti-communism 
means.

DATE TO REMEMBER 
On August 8, 1920, the fifty year fight for 
women’s suffrage ended in the United States. 
On that day the Secretary of State an­ 
nounced that the Nineteenth Amendment 
had been ratified by Tennessee, the last 
state necessary to make it become law. In 
many states women were already voting but 
the Nineteenth Amendment was recognition 
by our Constitution that women were en­ 
titled to all the rights of citizenship. 
The Nineteenth Amendment, like every 
worthwhile accomplishment in the history of 
government, resulted from the energy and 
effort of dedicated women who believed that 
they had the same rights and responsibilities 


SIGNS OF MENTAL ILL HEALTH 
One of our newspaper cartoons shows one psy­ 
choanalyst meeting another psychoanalyst and, af­ 
ter taking a look at him, saying, “You’re all right; 
how am I? ” 
Most of us know w hat good physical health 
means; freedom from illness with good appetite, 
good digestion, regular bowel movement sound 
sleep, ability to face our work and responsibilities. 
However, not so many understand what good 
m ental health means. 
Dr. J. D. M. Griffin, general director of the 
Canadian Mental H ealth Association, in Health 
Magazine states that m ental health involves the 
lifetime of each of us. "Mental health should be 
the daily concern and responsibility of every indi­ 
vidual, not just a select few.” While perfect ‘mental 
health is a rare thing, mental ill-health docs not 
mean insanity. Many of your friends, relatives, 
some of your neighbors, your wife, husband or even 
you yourself may lack mental health in some de­ 
gree. "Al a m atter of fact, most of us have emo­ 
tional problems—feel somewhat insecure or un­ 
happy or ill at case, or socially maladjusted. 
“How many people do you know* w*ho have trou­ 
ble sleeping at night, or who seem never to feel 
really well, or w*ho carry a chip on their shoulder, 
or w*ho always seek excuses, or who can’t make a 
go of m arriage, or fail at sch<N)l or work, or who 
have body symptoms for which the doctor is unable 
to find cause or treatm ent? These people, and many 
others, actually suffer from a lack of mental or 
emotional health.” 
As we look at the above list of the signs of 
m ental ill-health many of us will have to adm it 
that we are guilty of some of them at times but, 
fortunately, not all of the time. 
What are Dr. Griffin’s suggestions as to the 
cause and treatm ent of mental ill-health? 
Dr. Griffin suggests that measures designed to 
further the emotional development of children will 
perhaps accomplish more than anything else to im­ 
prove the mental health of a community. High on 
the list of needs is parent education and training in 
the fundamentals of child care.

Will brother fidget in his 
seat and ‘ act up’’ because he can’t 
catch all the words of the story 
th a t’s being told? Will that child 
with the pretty blonde curls sit 
quietly with a dull, uncompre­ 
hending expression because she 
came to school without breakfast, 
and without a good night’s sleep? 
Preparation for the first day of 
school means much more than 
new clothes and a scrubbing be­ 
hind the ears. A visit to the family 
doctor is more im portant than a 
session with the barber. 
A complete 
physical 
check-up 
should be routine for every child 
entering school. This is the time 
to find out if a child has any 
physical defect which may hinder 
a happy and successful adjustment 
to school. Glasses may be nCTMed. I 
There may tie a hearing deficiency 
which can be checked before it 
gets w'orse. There may be faults in 
his eating and sleeping habits 
which must be corrected. Heart 
and lungs should be tested to 
make sure that he can carry a 
full program of work and play. 
The dentist should examine his 
teeth and begin any necessary 
work. And. of course, it is vital to 
find out w hether the child has any 
contagious disease or skin condi­ 
tion which his school mates might 
catch. 
With the doctor’s assurance that 
the children are sturdy and well 
and have good physical equipment 
for the life ahead of them, father 
and m other can watch with pride 
those first steps into the halls of 
learning.

When a reporter called him on 
this, he wailed that the nomina­ 
tion was only complimentary and 
that it was unfair to bring up the 
matter of his birthplace. 
The “enclosed item” on McCar­
